GOVERNMENT OP PALESTINE. 


PORTS ORDINANCE 
No. 16 of 1626. 

An Ordinance to repeal the Port Dues Ordinance, 1921, 
and to make other provision in lieu thereof, and to 
make provision for fhe licensing of vessels, 
and other matters relating to Ports. 


RE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Pales¬ 
tine, with the advice of the Advisorv Council thereof:-

2. In this Ordinance, and any Regulations made there- Definition*, 
under, the following terms shall, unless the context otherwise 
requires, have the following meanings 

“Vessel” means any vessel, boat, lighter, or crall of any 
kind, whether navigated by steam or otherwise. 


“Officer in charge of the Port” means at Jaffa and Haifa 
the Port Officer, and at any other place declared to be a port, 
the Collector of Customs at the port, or the Customs Officer 
in charge of the port. 


“Director” means the Director of Customs, 
Trade, and includes the officer from time to time 
theduties of his post. 


Excise and 
performing 


“Foreign” when applied to a vessel, means any vessel 
which is not registered in Palestine. 

“Port” means any one of the ports mentioned in the First 
Schedule to this Ordinance or any port added thereto by a 
notice published in the Official Gazette. 

“Prescribed” means prescribed by or in virtue of this 
Ordinance or any Regulations or Rules made thereunder.

“Territorial waters” means that part of the sea adjacent 
to the coast of Palestine which is within three nautical miles 
from low water mark.

0. (I) The Officer in chaise of a Port shall not 

a Clearance Certificate for any ship in respect of which (or 
cargo thereof) Port, Quarantine, or Customs dues are payable 
unless he is satisfied that those dues have been paid or that 
there is security for their payment. 


(2) If a vessel is taken out of the port without 
having previously obtained a Clearance Certificate, I he Master 
shall he liable to a line not exceeding £K. '100 in addition to 
any Port, Quarantine or Customs does, fees or duties payable 
in respect of such vessel or the cargo thereof. 


7. Any vessels plying exclusively in any port of Pales¬ 
tine or lietween such ports, or on any inland lakes or seas of 
Palestine, and owned by persons domiciled in Palestine shall 
he registered at the office of the Olficer in charge of the port

8. (1) No vessel shall be employed within the limits of 

any port in Palestine in the conveyance for hire of persons or 
goods to or from a vessel, or on anv other service, without a 
licence issued by I lie Officer in charge of the Port. 


(2) The High Commissioner in Executive Council 
may make Regulations for the issue, conditions, transfer and 
renewal of any licence, and I lie marking of vessels with the num¬ 
ber of* the licence and the number ol passengers and the weight 
and quantity of goods which vessels are licensed to carry. 


\). All boatmen, fishermen, lightermen, stevedores, ship- 
chandlers, hotel representatives and any other person carrying 
on any occupation or work ashore or afloat in the area ol any 
port shall obtain a licence from the Officer in charge of Hie 
Port, and shall pay the fee prescribed hv regulation; provided 
that a person licenced under the. Customs House Agents Or¬ 
dinance, 1925, shall not be required to obtain a licence under 
this Ordinance and that a person licensed under the f isheries 
Ordinance, 192b, shall nut he required to pay any fee for a 
licence under this Ordinance. , 


10. (Q The High Commissioner may issue from time to 
time a tariff of charges for lighterage and any oilier services 
in any port and shall have power to vary any such tariff.

(2) (a) The person in charge of any vessel em¬ 
ployed in any service for which a tarifl has been issued under 
this Ordinance shall keep with him while so employed a copy 
of such tariff, and shall produce it on the demand of any 
person liable to pay for such service, or on the demand of an 
Officer of Customs or Police.

(b) No payments other than those authorised by I Ik 
tariff shall he charged in respect of such service. 


11. No person shall act as a pilot in Palestine unless he 
las obtained a licence issued by the High Commissioner.

12. A fee may he prescribed by the Director’ in respect 
of any guard placed on board a vessel by the orders of the 
Director or any Officer in charge of the Port.

13. Every person in charge of or manning s» vessel shall 
at all times obey the instructions of the Officer in charge of 
the Port, or any other proper Officer of the Port, in all matters 
relating to the manner in and the lime at which he shall 
approach, lie alongside, or depart from any vessel or any pier, 
or quay, or jetty within the limits of the port, or to the mode 
of embarkation upon or disembarkation from any vessel of 
passengers or goods.

14. (1) The High Commissioner in

(2) The Director may make Rules for all or any of 
the following purposes;

(b) regulating the position in which any vessel shall 
take on hoard or discharge its cargo, or shall take on hoard or 
land its passengers, or shall take on hoard or deliver ballast 
within the Port:

(2) Any person who acts as a pilot without a licence, 
or refuses or fails to comply with the provisions of any Regul¬ 
ation as to pilots, shall he liable on conviction lo a line not 
exceeding L.K. fVO or to imprisonment for a term not exceed¬ 
ing one year, or lo both these penalties. 


(H) The Court may forfeit any licence issued under 
this Ordinance to a person convicted of an offence thereunder 
and the Director may, in the case of such forfeiture, cancel 
any licence issued in respect of the vessel in connection with 
which the offence has been committed. 


Ponut to .remove 10. Any Officer in charge of a port may at any time

17. (1) The Director may, upon the* application of the* 
Master of any foreign fishing vessel habitually touching a port 
in Palestine, and upop payment by him of the same lee as is 
prescribe!I in respect ot I he registration of a Palestinian vessel, 
issue a certificate authorising llie use hv such vessel e»l (torts

(3) The production of the certificate shall he the 
only and sufficient authority for exemption under this Section. 


18. All licences issued and all registrations made under 
the Port Dues Ordinance, 1921, and under this Ordinance shall 
expire on the 31st day of March next following the date of issue 
or registration, hut shall be renewable on payment of the pres¬ 
cribed fees: provided that in the case of existing licences or 
registrations under the Port Dues Ordinance, 1921, the due 
proportion of any fees paid in respect of any annual 
then unexpired shall be deducted on such renewal.
